ford avenue, is assured when two ca r­ 
loads of new machinery, just received, 
are installed, according to announce­ 
ment this morning by A. 
R. 
Jones, 
manager. 
Between five and six weeks will be 
required to install the additional m a­ 
chinery, which will fill all available 
space in the large building on Buford 
avenue, afte r which the local plant 
will operate at its maximum capacity, 
Mr. Jones states. 
The new machinery now being in­ 
stalled consists of fourteen winding 
frames, four 5B spinners, eight ordi­ 
nal y spinners and 
twelve tw isters, 
and production at the local plant will 
be increased sixteen per 
cent, 
the 
m anager declares. 
M ore Help Needed 
A fter the new machinery is placed, 
the 
local 
silk-throwing 
plant 
will 
house KB winding machines, 26 GB 
spinners, 49 spinners and 85 tw isters. 
“ We have not had any trouble se­ 
curing th e kind of labor we require,” 
the m anager said this morning, “and 
we hope to have enough to man all 
new and old 
machines 
before 
long. 
We would like to have girls and boys 
at once so th a t we could break them 
in 
to th e 
work on the present m a­ 
chines to learn the rudim ents of the 
trade by the tim e the new machines 
are ready for use.” 
225 Employes 
At present, the Eagle Silk company 
here employs 225 
boys 
and 
girls, 
working in two shifts day and night. 
In spite of th e day and night work 
the local local silk throwing plant is 
not able to supply the weaving re ­ 
quirements of the Shamokin plants, 
Mr. Jones declares, adding th a t the 
company has been 
forced 
into 
the 
Open market for 
additional 
silk 
to 
meet its weaving demands. 
According 
to 
M anager 
Jones, 
a 
member of the industrial committee 
of the G ettysburg Chamber of Com­ 
merce, on a visit to Shamokin this 
week, was informed by 
the 
Eagle 
Silk Company executives that, should 
business in G ettysburg w arrant, they 
would consider enlarging the G ettys­ 
burg plant. 
It was explained by Mr. Jones that 
the object of the visit to Shamokin by 
the member of the industrial commit­ 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce was 
to secure additional industrial plants 
for Gettysburg. 
The local silk-throwing plant was 
brought here by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, 
and it 
has- proved 
of “ in­ 
estimable value” in 
giving employ­ 
ment to women and 
girls, men and 
boys, who otherwise would have no 
other means of securing employment 
in Gettysburg, members of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce assert.
